Toronto, Feb, 8—Genuine alarm is 
beginning to be felt over the énereas- 
ing. number of typhoid fever cases in 
Toronto. Last month .61 cases, were 
reported to Dr. Sheard, medical. health 
officer, and nineteen deaths from the 
disease were recorded in the vital 
statistics Of the city hall. Already 
this. month thirty-three cases have 
been reported. For the whole month 
of January Jast year there were only 
four cases and two deaths while for

In discussing the question of a Great- 
cer Edmonton, it must not be forgotten 
that Edmonton proper and Strathcona 
are not the only factors to consider. 
Last night the first council meeting in 
the history of the municipality of 
North Edmonton was held. The ag- 
gregate value of the buildings in the 
village is placed at $1,076,000, to which 
the packing plant, which is responsible 
for the community, contributes very 
largely. That by the time of the cen- 
sus there will be a population in North 
Edmonton which will enable it to rank 
in the first ten communities of the 
province is reasonably certain.

tect Elizabeth of Austria

Xavier Paoli, whose duty fora quar- 
ter of a century was the safeguarding 
of royal visitors to France, found the 
late Empress Elizabeth of Austria a 
rectlcitrant charge. When at Cap 
Martin, where she had appartments in 
the famous hotel far out on that won- 
derful point, she obstinately refused to 
allow any of Paoli’s agents to follow 
her, even at a distanee. Her would- 
be guardians wwere nazurally uneasy. 
“Once,” having learned that the Ital- 
ian laborers who were merding the 
road to.

threatening way of the sovereigns who 


were always coming™o the country, I 
begged the empress to be kind tnough 
not to walk in that direction, She 
was much displeased. 

“Always afraid!” she exclaimed. “f[

the mouth of the Nelson it might be 
made as good a harbor as the mouth 
of the Churchill is now. The Hudson's 
Bay steamers, when delivering goods 
at Nelson, always lie miles out in the 
bay and iland the goods ‘by small boat 
The post of the company is on the 

Hay river. To reach i a mine mile 
portage must be made. Jf the har- 
bor at Nelson ‘had been satisfactory, 
the, company would certainly have had 
"their. post there, and not at Hay riv- 
er,”

H.," who evidently enjoys the contid- 
ence of Princess Louise of Belgium, 
since -he has ,written articles 
concetning theeldest daughter of the 
late King of the Belgians without con- 
tradiction, now. relates in) Le \iatin 
what he déclarés “is the only true and 
official story of the death of Archduke 
Rudolf, who married Louise’s sister, 
Princess Steohanié, 

Since the tragedy which occurred in 
the -shooting-baxe at Meyerling, sear 
Vienna, January 80,1889, several stor- 
ies concerning the affair have. trans- 
pired. The ‘first. official story was shat 
the Archduke, who was the only son 
of Emperor Francis Joseph, had died 
from apoplexy; the next was that ke 
had shot himself accidentally. A third 
version related how he had been killed 
by a gamekeeper, while he was making 
love ‘to chis wife. “Docteur 11.” de- 
clares that not one of these versions 
could ‘be true, because there was an- 
other corpse to be accounted for, that 
of the young actress, Mme. Vetsera. 
And- so, to explain away and at. the 
same time to caffect Austrian senti- 
mentality, it was declared that — the 
young woman had killed herself when 
she found that the Archluke was dead.

Whether Princess Louise actually 
gave the confidential “Docteur HH.” the 
foregoing narrative is not questioned, It 
differs, however, from the story of the 
tragedy she related in her book three 
years ago, This was to the effect that, 
as the wife of Prince Philip of Saxe- 
Coburg Gotha, she was making a visit 
to her sister Stephanie at Vienna in 
1888 and there learned of Rudolf’s ai- 
tachment for the actress La Vetsera. 
The Emperor tried every means to rup- 
ture this affair, but without avail, and 
finally, as an extreme measure, asked 
Louise to intimate to her brother-in- 
law that Vetsera was his own half- 
sister. Rudolf laughed at the — tale. 
Having failed in his negotiations to buy 
off the woman, the Emperor determined 
to have ner kidnapped from the shovt- 
ing-box at Meyerling, where she was 
staying, and carrigzd across the fron- 
tier, where she might be more aimen- 
able to his terms, 

The kidnapping was planned for ibe 
night of January 30, 1889, and to make 
sure that the Archduke would not he 
at Meyerling, the Emperor gave a fall 
on that evening at the Vienna palace. 
Rudolf, however, left the ball early and 
proceeded to the shooting box. When 
the kidnappers arrived he offered re- 
sistance and was skot down, his ideo 
tity not being discovered until too Inte. 
The body was then taken.to a room 
on the second floor and left with Mime. 
Vetsera, while the would-be kidnappers 
bore back to Vienna the news of the 
young man’s tragic death. In the morn- 
ing ,the body of Mme. Vetsera was 
found near that of the Archduke. She 
still held in her hand his revolver, and 
there was a hole in her right temple.

his classmates, and then going home 
for undeserved punishment from _ his 
parents. _ Winally rejected from school: 
downcast or possibly callous from fre- 
quent punishment, ‘he.seeks another 
school and repetition follows until the 
few years in carly life allotted to 
schooling have vanished. Froquently 
then the child unattended, misunder 
stood, ends his career in an asylum, or 
prison, a ‘public charge, Because of the 
neglect of someone.” *. 

It has been said that of ine inmates 
of an asylum for feeble-minded, 25 per 
cent. can be-made-tiormal men: ‘and 


women by the correction of physical. de- 


fects and proper training, and ‘that 40 
per cent. can be made whatiis termed 
half normal. Think of it, 65 per cent. 
can ‘be made wholly or partially useful 
and self-dependent citizens-with some 
mental and moral status, and I ven- 
ture to say that 80 per cent. or 90 per 
cent. of those suffering from minor 
mental defects could be saved by tthe 
correction of physical ailments in their 
early schooldays, and proper training 
in the school’room. But this paper 
has already become too lengthy, how- 
ever it may serve to stimulate an in- 
terest toward a movement in this city 
as much required here as elsewhere— 
and T would suggest that:a law be en- 
acted which would compel every child 
before being enrolled into school to 
undergo a thorough physical examina- 
tion and accurate records be furnished 
to the Board of Education, especially 
as to the condition of the eyes, ears, 
the condition of the bony, nervous, cir- 
culatory and respiratory systems. In 
conclusion, I may say that after some 
practical experience in this line of 
work in Great Brtain, and after an in- 
vestigation into the methods adopted 


in over one hundred cities of Europe, 


United ‘States and Canada, to argue 
for medical inspection is to argue 
for the promotion of efficiency in our 


schools, the protection of the commun- 


ity and the preservation of the lives of 
our children.
